As part of the observ­ 
ance, he pressed a switch illumin­ 
ating the nation's Christmas tree 
in a park adjoining the White 
House grounds. The program was 
broadcast by television and radio. 
Wants "Just Peace” 
Speaking 18 hours after hi* re­ 
turn from a trip that took him to 
Africa, Asia and Europe, Eisen­ 
hower addressed his rem arks to 
his fellow countrymen and "work­ 
ers for a just peace wherever you 
may be in the world, whatever 
your race or flag or tongue or 
creed.” 
The President said "our concept 
of the good life for humanity does 
not require an inevitable conflict 
between peoples and systems — in 
which one must triumph over the

A blanket of white covered wide 
country today in the wake of pre- 
Christmas snow storms that ham­ 
mered the East and Midwest. 
The heaviest snowfalls of the 
season hit the Midwest Wednes­ 
day. dumping up to a foot and 
more of snow from the northern 
plains to the Great Lakes. 
The storm, of the same pattern 
that whipped the Northeast Mon­ 
day and Tuesday, disrupted trans­ 
portation, discouraged holiday mo­ 
tor travel and inconvenienced mil­ 
lions. The blowing, drifting snow 
added to the woes of last-minute 
Christmas shoppers. 
The storms took a heavy death 
toll. Most of the 38 deaths re­ 
ported were in traffic accidents 
on snow-covered highways or from 
heart attacks due to over-exertion 
while shoveling snow. 
23 Di* In Storms 
At least 23 persons died in the 
Eastern 
storms. In 
Wisconsin, 
where snow piled up to more than 
a foot in many areas, IO deaths 
were blamed on the storm. Chi­ 
cago, which was hit by more than 
7 inches of snow, reported five 
’ storm deaths.

The snow rn the Wtdvwwt. lashed 


by gusty winds which built huge 
drifts in many areas, lost much 
of its power during the early 
morning. Driving conditions still 
were hazardous from northern Illi­ 
nois and northern Indiana north­ 
ward. 
Snow fell during the night from 
North Dakota and northeastern 
South Dakota across Minnesota 
into the upper Great Lakes. Freez­ 
ing rain accompanied the snow- 
near the southern end of Lake 
Michigan and central Indiana. 
The snow- was expected to con­ 
tinue in the upper Mississippi 
Valley through the Great Lakes 
region and into parts of the Mid­ 
dle Atlantic states and 
North 
Carolina during the afternoon. 
For Christmas, the Weather Bu- 
1 reau expects snow flurries or rain 
for the northern half of the coun­ 
try' and cloudy skies for most oi 
the country. 
Temperatures ranged from zero 
in Vermont and New Hampshire 
to the 20s and 30s rn the central 
part of the country. Outside the 
snow zones, readings were in the 
40s and atte along the West Coast 
and the south central section and 
; in the 60* and 70s hi central and 
MHrtnern Florala.

R e p e a t i n g a theme used 
throughout his 11-nation tour, the 
President said: "The assurance of 
peace in freedom is the key to the 
betterment of peoples everywhere; 
and in a just peace friendship be­ 
tween all peoples will flourish.”

best 
interests, 
he 
said, require continued financial 
investment in and aid to under­ 
developed nations. All other free 
nations must be persuaded to join 
in such efforts to the limit of their 
ability, he added.

am ong the upper vertebrae. 
I. TV thrombosis. Sitting im ­ 
mobile in awkward positions may 
lead to blood clots in the veins. 
Fits To Convulsions 


I. TV fits. Flickering of the 
icreen m ay touch off convulsions 
in borderline epileptics. 
4. TV arteries. Slouching in an 
easy chair may push the heart 
forward in the chest, producing 
degeneration of m ain blood ves­ 
sels. 


I. TV gas pains. Viewers have 
been known to faint from pain be­ 
neath the breastbone caused by 
eating a heavy meal and then 
lolling in a cram ped pasture. 
Advises Brisk Walk 
€. TV heart attack. Program s 
which cause emotional stress may 
bring on angina pectoris, a pain 
in the chest accompanied by op­ 
pression of the heart. 
The Lancet said viewers m ay 
head off most of these by getting 
out of their chairs at least once 
an hour and taking a brisk walk 
around the room. 
They also should avoid wear­ 
ing tight belts or girdles.

Question: We plan to have a 
house built to specifications. Our 
plumbing contractor says that the 
building code specifies cast iron 
for the main soil stack but that 
cheaper materials can be used 
for vent stacks, branch lines, etc., 
thus cutting down the overall cost. 
Is he right? 
Answer: I am not sure I under­ 
stand what you mean by your 
question. Do you mean: Is he 
telling the truth? If so. the answer 
is yes. cast iron must be used for 
tile main soil stack and yes, there 
are cheaper materials than cast 
iron. It is up to you to decide 
whether the extra cost (it should 
not be too much) is worth the 
time-tested value of cast iron. It 
does not corrode, has high struc­ 
tural strength and is generally 
considered 
"permanent.” 
The 
fountains at the Palace of Versail­ 
les. built in 1664. are still operat­ 
ing with their ttfigmal cast iron 
pipes. 
Question: We expect to be look­ 
ing for a house soon.
